Leafhoppers 
are the principal offenders in our locality. Try spray- 
ing with D.D.T. every ten days after they come up for 
awhile and see if they do not do better for you. 

To all we extend a cordial invitation to visit our 
gardens during the growing season and blooming 
period. Visitors are always welcome. We expect to 
grow about 2,000 hills this season, including the many 
fine varieties obtained from Holland and Australia 
last season. Our gardens are located five miles east of 
Fairmont, one mile off State Route 73, on the Winfield
